1 . An insulation displacement contact, comprising: 

a slotted, sprung contact region as a contact-making slot formed [on a] about a 
longitudinal central axis of a connecting bracket; and 

an outer spring clip surrounding and reinforcing the contact region, wherein the 
spring clip forms an insulation displacement blade in at least one end region, the blade in 
the at least one end region forming [an entry] a cutting region [capable of cutting] and 
located [in front of] proximate to the contact regionf.] ; 

wherein the cutting region is substantially centered about the slot. 
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25. An insulation displacement contact, comprising: 

a bracket, including a contact region [therein] formed about a longitudinal central 
axis of the bracket ; and 

at least one spring clip attached to the bracket, wherein the spring clip 
includes a cutting blade portion [adapted to cut and] located proximate to and 
substantially centered about the contact region. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach an insulation displacement contact having a spring 
clip with a cutting blade portion locate substantially centered about the longitudinal central axis 
of the bracket.
